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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3, 7-17, 19-30, 32-33 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Emery in view of Horinouchi and Gallagher applied of record 
for reasons of record and further in view of Gadini, WO 01/30229. 

The Emery patent fails to disclose the use of the purified water for household 
use. The Gadini patent is cited to show such use of purified or softened water in a 
washing machine (see abstract). 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Emery by the teachings of Gadini. 

One having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to do this 
modification, because the Gadini patent discloses the household use of the purified 
water in a washing machine.. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicants further argue that the Gallagher patent when combined would render 
the Emery patent inoperable, because the reversal of polarity would not work in Emery. 

In response to applicant's argument that when the Gallagher patent is bodily 
incorporated into the primary reference the Emery device would not work, the test for 
obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

The Gallagher patent was cited to show the use of recycle of the concentration 
solution. 



Accordingly, the claims stand rejected.
